London, Sept. 29.—Burgomaster Max 
ot Brussels, who was arrested yester- 
day by the German military governor 
on the charge that 'he had ordered the 
banks to refuse to ]>ay an installment 
ot the -indemnity -which was due, has 
been released according to the an- 
nouncement of a dispatch, to the Ex- 
change Telegraph company. The re- 
lease followed the payment to the 
Germans of 30,000,000 francs ($6,000,- 
000).

Brussels after the Germans had oc- 
cupied the Belgian capital, was said 
at the time to be $40,000,000. 
The release o£ Burgomaster Max 
again gives the picturesque mayor of 
the captured Belgian capital a chance 
to serve as intermediary between his 
people and the Germans, a possession 
which he had filled with extraordinary 
originality. 
When the invaders entered the city 
he procured very liberal terms from 
them by guaranteeing good behavior 
on the part of his people. By means 
ot posters distributed on the walls of 
the city he conveyed orders and war 
news to his people after the regular 


! press had been suppressed, and when 


his was forbidden he mounted the 
steps of the town hall every morning 
and read out the Belgian version of 
the war news, corresponding differ- 
ently with the dispatches printed m 
official German news. '

Burgomaster Max was put in jail, 
from which he had just been released, 
over a dispute on the question of the 
payment of the Indemnity demanded 
by the Germans.
